WESTERN UNION 
RATE SLASH 
ANNOUNCED 


Drastic reductions in rates for over- 
night telegraph service which will be- 
come effective June 1, will provide 
substantial savings to residents of 
Placerville, it was disclosed last night 
by G. K. Atkinson, local manager of 
the Western Union Telegraph Com- 
pany. A tariff filed Saturday with the 
Federal Communications Commission 
at Washington, D. C., will reduce the 
cost of both short and long messages 
and cut the telegraph bill of the na- 
tion by approximately $3,000,000. 

“The effect of these reductions,” At- 
kinson said, “is that the charge for 25 
words will be the same as, and in some 
cases lower than the present charge 
for a 10-word night message, and that 
long messages can be sent at relatively 
even lower rates. 


“The 10-word night message will be 
discontinued and the initial charge for 
night letters will be for 25 words in- 
stead of for 50 as at present. The 
maximum charge for a 25-word night 
letter will be 50 cents, even for the 
greatest distances in the United 
States.”

Veto Of Relief 
Bill Opposed 


SACRAMENTO (lP)—Legislative sup- 
porters of the so-called supervisors’ 
plan to transfer unemployment relief 
to the counties, laid plans to attempt 
over-riding Governor Frank F. Mer- 
riam’s veto of the measure. 
The bill, AB 1177, which passed both 
houses after weeks of intermittent de- 
bate in committees and on the floor, 
proposed to consolidate indigents and 
unemployed in one group. Counties 
would contribute to the total cost of 
relief, paying the bill up to 5/1000 of 1 
per cent of the assessed property value 
in the county, the county and state 
paying on a 50-50 basis up to 27/100 
per cent and the state paying the en- 
tire cost above the 27/100 per cent of 
assessed valuation. 
Under the present plan, in effect for 
several years, the counties are obli- 
gated to care for indigents while the 
state handles the unemployed.
